THE D O m MEN. 


The Chicago Police Captain Refuses to 
Sign the 
Anarchist Petition 
Presented by Nina Jan 
Zandt. 


CHICAGO, NOV. 5.—Late last night 
Nina Van Zandt and her mother called 
on Captain Schack and ofScers at the 
Chicago avenue station and presented a 
petition to Governor Oglesby asking for 
the commutation of sentence of the an- 
archists and requested the captain to 
sign it. 
He refused, as did all the other 
officers. 


CIROUIIATINQ PETITIONS. 


Day after day, long lists of the names 
of citizens, who have hitherto been em- 
phatic in a demand for the infliction of 
the extreme penalty of the law on the 
condemned anarchists, are attached to 
the petitions for the commutation of the 
sentence on the condemned men. 


Among these the names of eminent 
members of the bar and bench attract 
the most attention. 
One of them said 
his reasons for signing the petition were 
that it is simply a question of public 
policy whether or not these men should 
be hanged. 
It is not customary in this 
country to hang a fellow for talking sen- 
timent and it will not pay to allow th^e 
men to become martyrs. 


A veteran officer voiced the general 
sentiment of the force this morning 
when he said; 
''If these men are al- 
lowed 
to triumph 
over 
the law 
through 
the 
meddlesome 
inter- 
vention 
of 
people 
to 
save 
whose 
lives 
and 
property we 
risked our own for that awful night of 
May 4, you will find that the police 
force c.f Chiiiago will never fight another 
battle with the Chicago anarchists." 


Now that there seems to be a stam- 
pede in the direction of the commuta- 
tion of the Si'ntence of the convicted ac- 
archists, a feeling of dismay has risen 
among the blue coats. 


The court signed a petition for a com- 
mutaticn this morning. 


THE OOVEBNOB'S ACTION. 


SPBINGFIEIID, November 5.—Governor 
Oglesby is busily engaged in opening 
and pernsicg his mail. 
The communi- 
cations regarding the anarchists are 
pouring in upon him more numerously 
than ever, and compose the far greater 
part of his correspondence. 
The gov- 
ernor has locked himself in his private 
office and even his private secretary has 
not seen him this morning. 


All kinds of rumors are afljat regard- 
ing the governor's probable action in the 
matter and are of course equally un- 
founded. 
He patiently examines all 
communications, however, and shows a 
disposition to give the petitions in be- 
half of the condemned men a conscien- 
tious consideration.

TYPHOID FEVER ! i BURNED TO DEATH ! 


Is Alarmingly Prevalent in Indiana and 
the Physicians Think it Is Due 
to Impure Water. 


INDIANAPOMS, NOV. 5.—Typhoid fever 
is alarmingly prevalent in Indiana and it 
does not seem to be confined to any par- 
ticular locality. 
The state health board 
have received word that there were forty 
or fifty cases in the little town of Milton, 
Wayne county, and sent a doctor to in- 
vestigate the matter. 


In Milton there are only surface wells 
a few deeper than twenty-five feet and 
the people became so alarmed that they 
are boiling the water before they drink 
it. 
In Elkhart, twentj-nine oases of 
typhoid fever were reported during the 
last quarter. 
There are many cases in 
Johnson and Morgan counties, and in 
nearly every part of the state, physi- 
cians think'it is largely due to impure 
wate. 


THE ANARCHISTS. 


Mr. S. E. Morss Circulating a Petition 
for a Commutation of Their 
Death Sentence—His Tiews 
on the Subject. 


TWO HUNDRED DROWNED. 


The Typhoon Causes Great Loss of Life 
on the Chinese Coast. 


Mr. B. E. Mores, a member of the 
Chicago Times 
editorial staff, is circu- 
lating a petition which he will forward 
to Governor Oglesby asking his excel- 
lency to commute the death sentence 
against the Chicago anarchists to im- 
prisonment for life. 


Mr. Morss is conscientious about this 
matter, because he says the utterances 
of the anarchists are purposely inflamed 
and garbled by the press. 
He cites how 
the citj editor of the Chicago 
Tribune 
testified on their trial that he was in- 
structed to publish only the infiamatory 
utterances of the anarchists and Mayor 
Harrison swore that even their worst ex- 
pressions were grossly misrepresented. 


In an interview in the Dispatch 
Mr- 
Morss contends that some of the con- 
demned men took their wives and little 
children to the meeting at which the 
bomb was thrown, showing conclasively 
that they anticipated no trouble or vio- 
lence at the meeting; that the meeting 
was of a pefectly peaceful character till 
the police arrived and ordered it dis- 
persed. 
He says that the authorities do 
not claim that any of the men in cnstody 
threw the bamb, but it is considered 
necessary to hang them on geneaal prin- 
ciples, as their views on political matters 
are considered dangerous to the present 
order of things. 
He says the police on 
the fatal night got demoralized, and fired 
their revolvers, not only into the crowd, 
but killed each other. Mr. Morsa further 
says that the Pinkerton detectives are 
mostly from the slums of Chicago, and 
are very unreliable. 
He says that some 
so-called detectives will put up jobs in 
order to get employment hunting down 
supposed criminals, and considered sig- 
nificant that the man Schaubelt, who 
threw the bomb, should have been lib- 
erated after he was in the custody of the 
police. 
The statements of Mr, Morss 
would lead to the inference that these 
men will be hung, not so much for 
their acts, as for their opinions and doc- 
trines. 


Judge R. S. Taylor's name was the 
first on Mr. Morss' petition "and," said 
he. "I have the names of some of the 
best people in the city on my paper."

SAN FKANOISOO, 
NOV. 5.—The mail 
advices from Hong-Kong state that the 
typhoon, which raged on the night of 
the 17th of September, struck the island 
of Hiling with its full force. The gen- 
eral opinion is that some one h u n d r ^ or 
two hundred persons were drowned on 
the island. 
At Chink Lang thirty-two 
lives were lost and three passage boats 
sunk.

CAPTADi BAWLE8. 


The Indianapolis Journal Safs He is 
Entirely Responsible for the Hou^e 
Journal Break—Robertson 
and Sayre Talk. 


Speaking of the discovery on the in- 
dex to the house journal of the last legis- 
lature, under the caption of "Robertson, 
R. 8." and "Sold out by his frietds- 
page 170." the Indianapolis 
Journal 
says: "On the pas^e referred to is the 
compromise agreement 
under which 
Green Smith was permitted to act as one 
of the presiding officers of the joint ses- 
sion of the two houses for the election of 
a United States senator. It develops 
that Mr. Frank Rawles, of Fort Wayne, 
the assistant clerk of the house, who 
compiled the index, is entirely responei- 
ble for the matter. The line seems to 
have escaped the attention of the state 
officers, and nothing was known of it 
until attention was called to it a day or 
two ago by a gentleman who accidental- 
ly discovered it." 


Col. R. S. Robertson is indignant at 
the discovery, and says: "Had I known 
of the intention of the assistant clerk to 
make such an entry in the index, I 
should have taken steps to have had it 
correrted, not only because it oast an 
improper reflection upon members of the 
legislature who acted and voted upon 
the matter out of convictions of duty, 
but because such a matter has no place 
in a public record or in an index, which 
should point out exactly what the record 
contains. I have not spoken to the as- 
sistant clerk, nor the assistant to me, 
upon any matter touching the journal or 
the compromise, either during or since 
the session of the legislature." 


Speaker Warren G. Sayre says he op- 
posed the agreement by which Green 
Smith and himself presided over the 
joint session of the legislature, 
but 
adds that he is the only republican who 
did oppose the injustice done Colonel 
Robertson, Speaker Sayre says: "I op- 
posed the plan, and was not in favor of 
yielding one point that would compro- 
mise Colonel Robertson, but the majori- 
ty ruled. Senator Harrison and John 
C. New were present. The following 
morning in my private room another 
meeting was held, and at that meeting 
that compromise measure was intro- 
duced. I enjoy the distinguished honor, 
if it be such, of being the only man 
present who spoke against that measure. 
There were several others who did not 
favor it, among them Senator Huston 
and one or two more, but they did not 
take any active part in denouncing it, 
while I did. I was in favor of repudia- 
ting entirely the work of the committees 
that prepared the compromise. Colonel 
Robertson was present and when called 
on for his opinion stated that while he 
did not like to indorse the measure, yet 
his better judgment told him it was the 
best thing to do under the circum- 
stances."

T H B S B N T I K B I I yesterday noted that 
the State Woman Suffrage association 
will hold its twelfth district convention 
in this city November 21 and 22, being 
one of a series appointed for each dis- 
trict in the state to give more trouble to 
the politician. The call for the assembly 
says: "The primary object in holding 
these conventions at this time is to or- 
ganize the suffrage sentiment in every 
oongressiooal district of the state in such 
a manner that it can be effectually used 
to influence the men who will represent 
Indiana in the Fiftieth congress. The 
sixteenth 
amendment, 
which was 
brought to a vote in the United States 
senate during the last session of the 
forty-ninth congress, will be brought 
before the fiftieth congress as soon as 
that body shall convene. 
Wherever 
elections are to be held it is the first 
duty of the advocate of woman suffrage 
to ascertain the opinions of candidates 
upon the question of the political en- 
frai/chisement of women, and to see that 
only men who favor this movement are 
elected to congressional seats. It is the 
next duty of the friends of progress to 
see that members who hold over are in- 
formed upon this question and also upon 
the sentiment concerning it in their re- 
spective communities. 
The National 
Woman Suffrage association expects that 
the fiftieth congress will pass the six- 
teenth amendment to the federal consti- 
tution." 


Ozone. 


The^ curious substance known as 
ozone, the nature of which was so long 
a mystery, and about which so many 
conflicting hypotheses have been de- 
vised, is now, says the Lance!. l)ecom- 
ing well known to us Ozone is a denser 
form of oxygen. Its specific gra\- 
ity is 24j that of common oxygen beia.£i 
10, and that of hydrogen 1. it is higlily 
p robable that its molecules ci»ntam 
three similar oxygen atom.s. In the 
concentrated state it is a powerful irri- 
tant poison, and is very unstable, de- 
composing with explosion and with ev- 
olution of heat, and exerting a most 
powerful action on oxidizable materi- 
als. For some time past it has been 
known that it liquifies under the influ- 
ence of combined cold and pressure. 
The liquor is indigo blue, and its 
vapor, in a tolerably concentrated state, 
has a color which can only be compared 
to that of an Italian sky. It is a very 
dangerous substance to work with.
